sent.tnto the gulf two of his best tor- 
pedo 
boat 
destroyers to attack 'the 


Slava. which had prevented his oper- 
ations at dawn. These torpedo boats 
were 
unable to find the Slava. but 


while proceeding in the region of their 
squadron 
encountered 
our 
torpedo 


boat destroyer. Novik, which imme- 
diately engaged them. 


"After 
twenty 
minutes.' of 
fierce 


fighting the leading 
enemy 
torpedo 


boat had her funnel demolished and 
suffered severe damage which com- 
pelled her consort to'take night. Tha 
other torpedo boat which went to the 
assistance of her consort also gave up 
the fight and soon 
afterwards 
the 


more seriously damaged vessel appar- 
ently sank. It Is-reported that In ad- 
dition to the German losses between

German auxiliary cruiser was sunk." 


The Slava is a vessel of 13,516 tons 


which was laid down in 1902. Three 
sister ships were sunk in the battle of 
the Sea of Japan on May 27, 1305. A 
fourth was captured the next day and 
is now the Japanese Iwamt.

Simon B. Ryan of Law- 


rence Bitten 4 Years 
Ago—Died in. Agony 


LAWRENCE, 
Aug. 
24.—Simon 
B. 


Ryan, one of this city's best known 
men, a member of the state legisla- 
ture in 1901 and 1902, and former as- 
eijtant assessor, died Sunday in ter- 
rible agony, the result of one of the 
most remarkable cases of hydrophobia 
on the records of New England medi- 
cine. 


Mr. Ryan was bitten by a strange 


dog about eight years ago while seek- 
ing Information as an assistant asses- 
sor. The bite was a severe one on the 
leg, 
causing a heavy flow of blood. 


This wound he had cauterized, but as 
it never made him sick, he paid little 
atlentlon to it. 


Four years ago he was again bitten 


by a pet dogr, receiving severe lacera- 
tions on both hands. 
These wouno 


caused his de.ilh Sunday. 
His dying 


hours were such that his physicians 
shuddered at his agony. 
Ho frothed 


at tho mouth and the gasps of agony 
iiiB hands of his attendants he would 
have bitten members of his family. 


He twice attempted to jump fron 


the window ot his bedroom. The sight 
of water sent him Into a rage that 
was maniacal In Its fury. 
He frothec 


at the mouth and the gasps of agoj 
that came from his throat resembled 
closely the most pronounced symptoms 
of rabies. 


According to the attending physician 


Dr. John B. Bain, who attended him 
in company with Dr. Thomas. V. Unlac 
a specialist on hydrophobia from the 
state hospital at Tewksbury. City Phy- 
sician William J. Sullivan and former 
City Thyslclan Thomas .B. Redmond, 
he was a veritable Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde. One moment he vas in terror 
of fear and agony. 
The next moment 


he was normal as the most healthy. 


His 
spasms of rage were 
mostly 


when attending physicians would at- 
tempt to give him water. 
Hydropho- 


bia, which, means fear of water, was 
then most manifest. He fought his at- 
tendants like a madman and begged 
those about to keep water away for 
fear that it would Injure his sisters or 
friends. 
The attending 
priest, 
ap- 


proaching with a bottle of blessed wat- 
er, was received by an outburst that 
was terrible in its intensity. 
A. mo- 


ment later, the exhausted man, in a 
iweat, was asking 
forgiveness 
and 


talking in low tones with his sisters 
who surrounded his beside. 


Mr. Ryan was first taken ill Friday 


night. 
Dr. Bain attended him for a 


severe nausea and restricted use of 
his throat. 
Saturday he 'grew rapidly 


worse and during a consultation by 
Specialist Unlac and Dr. Bain It w.is 
known that he was suffering from the 
dread ' hydrophobia. 
Metrical

were at once procured and a close per 
usal proved that two years was the 
longest time on record between the 
bite and the resultant 
disease. 
Mr. 


Ryan's ca5o furnished' a new record 
for" medical annals as he was bitten 
over four years ago. 


After lingering until early Sunday 


Mr. Ryan passed quietly away, sur- 
rounded by his four sisters and broth- 
er, after going through a. most severe 
convulsion.
